Conveyances woro so scarce und uncertain,

Tliesu journeys 
were anything but pleasant, and as ilm coun- 
try was nuw ami tha state of society anything 
but good, robberies wero frequently perpetra- 
ted upon these'lonely road*, nnd tlicro wt'ro 
thp*tt, no doubt, to whom thu rich stuffs I car- 
rried would bo a auflicient temptation to com- 
mit a murdur.

EXECUTIVE FAVORS.—'Adjutant General. 


At the last session of tho Legislature, an Act 
relating to tho Militia, providing for their en- 
rolment and enumeration, was passed, and 
authorizing the Governor to appoint an Adju- 
tant General and subordinate officers. iTh'e 
Adjutant General-was to have a salary' of 
S300. It was underslood/duritig the'passage 
of the bill, (bat the appointment was to be 
conferred upon Gen. Wm. R, Smith—a gen- 
tleman every wny qualified/or.tholpost—and 
n petition, signed by!all the Senators and most 
of the Assemblymen, was presented to'the' 
Governor, asking fair his appointment. 
The 


Senate would have named Gen. Smith in tbe 
bill, had they had any doubt of hw appoint- 
ment. .But, tho Governor.gave tho appoint- 
ment to Secretary Bantow, already .holding 
one of the. most lucrative.offices in the State. 
On the principle, doubtless, that to him that 
hath much, more shall be given, but to him 
that both not, sha'l bo taken away that which 
has buen promised him. 


-Executive- Clemency.— During tho year 


1SC1, 
tho Governor interfered to arrest the 


duo course of law against 17.persons convic- 
ted of crime. .Four of them were convicted 
of murder, thrco of'manslaughter, oha'of as- 
sault with intent to kill, four of larceny, one 
of burglary, one of passing counterleit money, 
one of selling liquor without license,'- one of 
cutting timber on school lands, nnd one of 
keeping a bouse of ill-fame. Far seine of 
these pardons, good reasons'are given; for 
others, Executive clnmonoy and petitions— 
an easy matter to get—and for pardoning the 
notorious brothel-keeper, Augustus C. Law- 
son, he assigns no reason but Executive clem- 
ency, 'and since bis. liberation by this model 
Governor, he has been arrested, nnd is now 
in jail, for tho crime of rape! - 


Oskoga and Batiste Robadcau, two Indians 


sentenced to donth, at St. Croix, August 29, 
1850, liiid their sentence suspended, on ac- 
count of-their nscapo from the Sheriff, and

Lottor of Capt. \V«r«l. 


A controversy has been going on among 


thosu interested in the Mayflower lust fall, as 
to whether she mijjht, by proper manage 
incut, have been prevented from running 
upon the rocks, or being wrecked. 
Ciipt. 


Van Allen, who commanded her nt the time, 
has written 11 loiter which we have not seen, 
justifying his conduct. 


Tlio following is u letter written by Ciipt. 


Ward, an old seaman, iti reply to Capt Van 
Allen, in which he given his reasons for be- 
lieviirt; that the boat might have been brought 
through in safety: 


Detroit, March 20, '62. 


Mr. Editor:—Several lengthy articles hav- 


ing recently appeared 5n tlio public prints 
over the signature of Cuptuin II. Van Allen, 
and what purports to bo pnrt of hi.i crew, 
involving serious charges agitin.it Mr. lirooks, 
who is represented as favoring my interests 
to tlio detriment of the M. 0. It. It. Com- 
pany, and Oie steamer Mayflower, in justice 
to Mr. Brooks, oven though ho has not taken 
interest enough in the subject to read the last 
letter of the Captain, I deem it necessary to 
reply to n part of Iho Htiitemcnts made by 
Cajit. Vun Allen, and in doing so, I shall be 
obliged to niako some statements advorra to 
his view* and assertions, and trust thu Capt 
or his friends will tako the trouble to inves- 
tigate them, if regarded as untrue. 


In the latter part of November last, the 


weather became quite rough.

*u:irco, nnd tliu;prico of freight rosa to near- 
ly double (he suminor rules ; n liirge amount 
hail been contracted by niVHuli'ime. the ngotils 
of the line. 
The Jino between Cleveland 


nnd Detroit wns luid up, and it was deemed 
bent for the interests of the several boatfl to 
carry heavii-r freights and make our trips 
lus.i frequent. This, of course, would chance 
the days of (ho boats often, but would make 
hut littlu difference with the receipts of the 
lioals, as a Inrau proportion of thu whole re- 
ceipt* wore from freights, and the tiavel hud 
fulluit off to n very limited number per trip. 


With a Mew to fulfil my contracts made for 


the lino, I required the Atlantic to carry 250 
tons, Ocean from ISO to 200 Ions, while it 
was difliuult to induce the crow of the May- 
flower lo take over 60 or UO tons per trip, 
until the lust trip, when the Mayflower hud 
come to Detroit contrary to the orders of Air. 
llrooks, on the Ocean's time, and with some 
difficulty was induced lo tuko tlio Ocean's 
luiid of freight, which I was exceedingly unx- 
ious to gut lo Buffalo us toon us possible.— 
The receipts of this trip down nmounted to 
more tlmn any of the former trips of the 
xunson, and was owing to the fact that the 
limit had n good lo.vl of freight at full prices. 
The whole secret, therefore, of the largo n- 
niount. of money taken by Ward's boats on 
their lost trips, was, that (hey curried what 
the crew of the Mayflower usually refused to 
carry, and not in tlio least to the advantage 
of the days, or tlio superior reputation of the 
Mayflower and her experienced commander; 
and I will further state, that had Capt. Vim 
Allen obeyed thu instructions of Mr. Brooks, 
and nuted in accordance with my arrange- 
ments with him, the Mayflower would have 
come up safe, and would not have been sent 
hack to Buffalo, and the Ocean would have 
been uxposod to Iho storm in which the May- 
flower was lost—a contingenco that I should 
not have regretted, aside from thu inconve- 
nience of laying the bont up at Cleveland, in- 
stead of Detroit, as I feel confident in the 
belief that (the would have weathcrvd the 
storm with tbe same easo nnd safely that the 
Atlantic did, Kith tlio good management and 
attention on tlio part of the oflicers. It seems 
extraordinary that the Atlantic, which lull 
Jlulfitlo but five hours ahead of thu Mayflower, 
exposed to Iho same weather, should not have 
millered in the least from the gule, nnd t.'mt 
her crew hovo the lead uvery three minutes 
during 'some of the coldest of the weather, 
without serious inconveniences, while- it is al- 
leged to have, been iuinosdiblu to do so on thb 
Muylluwer. 
' The Capt. also states that the cabini on the 
Mayflower were weaving fore and aft 18 in- 
ches, and that her scams wore opening, evinc- 
ing great weakness in thu hull of I ho. boat.— 
lu rejily lo this, I will state that I examined 
the'joiner work of the boat after she wus 
stranded, I could discover no indications that 
tha cabins wero injured, except at the part of 
thu boat where she lay over a rock ; and in 
justice lo the deceased builder of that ill-fated 
boat, I feel confident in the opinion that she 
was the best boat ever built on Iho lake. I 
have examined hulls in ovory stage of con- 
struction in.Now!York, Philadelphia, and 
other places, nnd bavo 'bad the general su- 
pervision of building a. dozen myself, and 
have never soun ahull of a lake or coast 
slpnmor so well built; and when she returns 
,to our waters, as sho soon will, she will boos 
strong and stta-wprthy as over. 
' 


It.u my conviction that there would bavo 


Iraen no serious danger of tlio loss of that 
twit, had sho remained in the middle of Lake 
.Erie during tbe entire winter, and moat cer- 
tainly there could have been no great hazard 
in continuing their voyage up the lake, in- 
stead of turning. round while tbo boat and 
engine were in good order, and running 
against the stream at the rate of at least ten 
miles par hour; and still less reason for her 
being stranded with a moderate wind off 
•bore; and a modeaato aoa. whilo the boat was 
under the ontire control of the engine and her

The assertion that the boat would have 


foundered at her anchors- if they had been le 
go, is contrary to" the' experience of every 
steamiKMt master on the lakes,1 0.1 it is we! 
known that the Julia Palmer,! Madison, II 
linom, Oliver Ncwbury, Superior,- [though 
old] rind others, rode out the heaviest "kim 
of gales 'on the lake in security, .whilst there 
is no instance of a well built and sound steam 
or having been foundered at her anchors — 
and there is much less probability that sucb 
a catastrophe would occur to a. bout of twice 
the strength and capacity of any of those 
above numed, ihocrnue conntruolion of which 
rendered them far less able to withstand such 
trials of their strength. 


That steamboats cannot be run in safety 


except in summer weather, will seem strange 
lo stonniboat people, on eastern waters, where 
thu winters are colder, and steamers upon the 
Sound aro run all winter, save occasionally, 
whun they cannot get through tlia ice.

If it is so very hazardous to use anchors 


chains, Jin 1 the time required to lot them go 
80 great as the Capt. assorts, of what use 
are they ? 
Why not dispense with them al- 


together? 
One of the anchors, at least, 


might have been let go in from live to ten 
minutes. 


The Capt. further states, tlmt there were 


but lun reliable men on board, himself in- 
cluded. I would respectfully nsk, what hud 
become of the other thirty men who wero on 
the bout at the time, and whose services could 
on nny such emergency, have been made 
available V I hope, for the sake of the char- 
acters of those men, that they were ready to 
do duty whenever required. 


In conclusion, I would uslc the gnllunt ofll 


ccrs of tlmt unfortunate boat why they con- 
trived lo slccr the boat south-west (a course 
that certainly would take them on tho beach,) 
after reaching comparatively smooth water on 
a wcuthcr shore, and that, too. without using 
any efficient effort to got soundings, in order 
to uncertain their position. 
If they found 


soundings in eight fathoms water, as is alleged 
in the lost letter, but denied in tho first, the 
necessity for changing the course of the boat 
was still moro imperative, as that was a cer- 
tain indication of a hour approach to land ; 
but tho bout wn.s continued an a course of cer- 
tain destruction until shu reached tho rocktt, 
when n change of two points of eompnss afier 
reaching eight fathoms of water, would have 
:arricd her near a sufu harbor in seven or 8 
IIOIIM, as tha wcalhur was at that time. 


Now I make the same appeal that Capt Van 


Allen makes to the sailing community on the 
akoj', nnd by them, I should bo glad to see 
a thorough, .impartial investigation ; and, for 
myself, 1 am willing to stake my opinion, and 
the little reputation I may possess, on thu re- 
sult of such nn investigation.
